ALL SHOULD FORCE IT 


A measure lias been introduced, in the Ohio legisla- 


ture, by Senator Bender, \rhieli we believe will receive 
the commendation of prohibitionist and anti-prohibi- 
tionist alike. It makes a felony of the manufacture of 
distilled liquor, and provides that a solicitor for liquor 
sale Is amenable to the law. It further provides that 
anyone who sells intoxicating liquor which results in 
death^is guilty of murder. Those who have been en- 
deavoring to enforce the liquor laws of Ohio will cer- 
tainly be happy over any added restrictions which will 
enable them to punish more severely the manufacturer, 
and to reach the solicitor. 


"While some may feel that the charge of murder is 


severe, in certain cases of liquor selling, even when the 
drinking of the liquor results in death, certainly such a 
penalty is none too severe where a man sells liquor com- 
posed of other poisons in addition to alcohol. "We be- 
lieve the proposed bill, with possibly slight modifica- 
tions, will pass both Houses of the legislature. 


The temper of both the legislature and the Grover- 


nor is that the laws must be enforced and they are will- 
ing to go to any legitimate lengths to enf orce'such laws 
as these. There is always one redeeming feature about 
any penal statute and that is that the penalty never at- 
taches except where the crime is committed. This 
should be borne in mind by those who find fault with the 
severity of any law. 


A STUDY IN CONTRASTS 


t, 
Tn a single column news story, of a recent daily 


paper, appeared statements of the newly inaugurated 
Governors of New Jersey and of Pennsylvania which 
present an interesting characterization of the two men. 


Governor George'S. Silzer, of New Jersey, who 


made his campaign in a wet state on a beer and wine 
platform, spoke for amendment of the Volstead act, 
modification of the New Jersey prohibition enforcement 
law, and provision for the use of light wines and beer 
through action of a Federal constitutional convention, 
saying that if Washington can not be made dry what 
can be expected of enforcement in the rest of the coun- 
try. 


In sharp contrast, Governor Giff ord Pinchot, on the 


other hand announced in Pennsylvania as the policy of 
the commonwealth, and the chart of the new order, upon 
which the government of this state is about to enter, a 
program which we believe to be worth repeating in full. 
It might well be adopted as the plan of action for anv 
Btate* 


"To drive all saloons out of Pennsylvania. 
"To prevent and punish bootlegging. 
"To maintain good laws for the protection 


of working children, women and men. 


/'To safeguard the industries of Pennsyl- 


vania and promote the prosperity of the State. 


"To advance the interests of the farmers, 
who feed us all. 


"To give to our children the best schools in 
America. 


"To check centralization and give more home 


rule to cities, counties, townships and school dis- 
tricts. 


"To maintain the direct primary election and 


protect the rights of women voters. 


"To meet the just needs of those who served 
in the World War. , 


"To revise and equalize taxes, establish a 


budget system and reorganize the State Gov- 
ernment on a business basis. 


"To keep the expenses of the state within 
its income. 


"To receive a dollar's worth of service for 
every dollar spent. 


"I regard the present flagrant failure to en- 


force the Volstead law as a blot on the good name 
of Pennsylvania and the United States," said 
the new Governor. "If allowed to continue it 
will amount to a serious charge against the fit- 
ness of our citizens for genuine self-government."
